district of New York state confirms the w arnings given from time 
to time during the past year concerning newsprint shortage. Palier 
not previously contracted for, in other words that of the spot m ar­ 
ket, has changes] hands during the week at a price in excess of fif­ 
teen cents a pound. 
This affects publishers of the smaller papers 
principally. 
The major portion of the large dailies who do not own 
their own paper mills are under ?ontract. 
Some of them 
are now 
receiving paper from the International 
Paper Company at five 
cents a pound. 
While most contracts 
are w ritten 
for less than 
seven cern 
On Friday, Mr. H. L. Paddock, president of the Oswega Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company, showed the writer a stack of inquiries at 
least six inches in height requesting paper at any price. 
Three 
of the inquiries from large jobbing houses ventured offers at thir­ 
teen and a half cents. 
In conversation at the time 
Mf. Paddock 
stated, “ We have no paper to sell, but 
if we 
did have we could 
readily obtain fifteen cents at the mill." 
Approximately one cent a pound may be added to the mill price 
to cover carriage and handling, which means that the country pub­ 
lisher must today pay between fifteen 
and twenty, 
more 
likely 
tw enty than fifteen, for every pound of paper used. 
Computation of the cost of a six 
page newspaper is readily 
made when the subscriber knows his paper weighs one 
and a half 
ounces. At the rate of forty cents a month he pays one and three- 
fifths rents a copy, or seventeen and three-fifths rents for a pound 
of newspaper. 
In order to come out even the advertisers 
would 
have to bear the entire expense of production of the paper, a charge 
too heavy for the advertising of the community. 
Unless conditions are changed the result of this is inevitable. 
The community will have to be without a newspaper provided some 
citizen or group of citizens is not sufficiently 
charitable to 
hear 
part of the burdon of publication. 
We, who are engaged in tile pro­ 
duction of The Times, believe th* community does want a daily hut 
we also believe there is a limit to the price 
they are justified 
in 
paying. 
Circumstances at present 
indicate this 
price to be fifty 
cents a month. 
Although we do not feel that the publication of all 
newspapers are community enterprises we do believe The Times is 
that in a large measure. 
And with 
that feeling in view we 
are 
willing to oj>en our books to the examination 
of 
any 
responsible 
body of citizens interested in the continuance of The Times. When 
the receipts of the business show a paper can be produced for less, 
with a proper return for the effort involved, we will make a corre­ 
sponding reduction in the price asked for the paper. 
Consequently the price of The Times, effective at once, will be 
three cents a copy, fifty cents a month, $5 a year 
in the county 
and $5.50 in town.
